The Board may discuss, consider or take action on any item on the agenda, and at the discretion of the Board, agenda
items may be taken out of order, except for those items set at a specific time.

The majority or a quorum of the Board may vote to hold an Executive Session to review confidential records exempt by
law from public inspection, pursuant to A.R.S. § 38-431.03(A)(2); to obtain legal advice regarding any of the items on the
agenda, pursuant to A.R.S. 8 38-431.03(A)(3); or to discuss or consult with the attorneys of the public body in order to
consider its position and instruct its attorneys regarding the public body’s position regarding contracts that are the subject
of negotiations, in pending or contemplated litigation or in settlement discussions conducted in order to avoid or resolve
litigation pursuant to A.R.S. § 38-431.03(A)(4). All examination material, transcripts education records, reference forms
and applications are confidential pursuant to A.R.S. § 32-129(A), and all investigation files are confidential and not
subject to inspection until the matter is final and a hearing notice is issued (A.R.S. § 32-129(B)).
